GARDEN.—l'or succession, 
early frame peas, common beans, short- 
topped radishes, lettuces, carrots, onions, 
spinach, and curled parsley, protecting 
from frost. Plant, prune, and train fruit 
trees and bushes. FEBRUARY.— Sow 
spring wheat, barley, on dry seed bed; 
peas, beans, and oats. Cabbages and kohl- 
rabi in beds for transplanting ; plant early 
potatoes. Give calves pure milk, after- 
wards linseed soup and hay tea. Seeds: 
141b. per acre of clover, with 1 bushel per 
acre of grass; 8 bushels per acre of Italian 
rye-grass; 5, 7, and 41b. per acre respec- 
tively of carrot, mangel-wurzel, and turnip; 
8 or 4 bushels per acre of rough sanfoin. 
GARDEN.—Sow peas, beans, onions, spinach, 
savoys, lettuces, eclery, cauliflowers, car- 
rots, parsnips, and radishes. Cut early 
potatoes for seed and put in stove to start 
for planting out. MARCH.—Finish sowing 
spring wheat; barley sowing, Oats, peas, and 
spring vetches. Top-dressings of soluble 
manure—1 cwt. of nitrate of soda with 2 to 
Dewt. of common salt, to corn crops in 
wet weather.

A master or mistress need not give character, but if given must be true. In 
searching servants’ boxes a search warrant should be obtained. 1f servants leave without 
notice he or she can be sued for damages, unless life or person is in danger. A month's 
wages or warning may be given to servants at any time; whether wages are paid quarterly, 
monthiy,or weekly, 1f a servant wiifuity disobeys or is guilty of misconduct, he or she may 
be dismissed at once. A servant's waves cannot be stopped on account of illness. A servant 
is not bound to do work for which he or sle was not engaged." A servant is liable for wilful 
damage done to property. The amoung must not be deducted from wages; a summons 
should he taken out, Sec, Master nnd Servant, 18. 3d., book with all the law. 1 

Yearly tenancies require a balf-year's notice, to expire at the time of the year it 
began. Landlords are not bound to keep outside of houses in good condition. Notices-to 
quit should be in writing. Tenants can remove goods up to day before rent is due. 1i rent 
is not paid when due and applied for, distress may follow. Rent is not due till midnight, so 
distress cannot be made on day it becomes due No distress can be levied on Sunday, Good 
Friday, or Christmas Day. A distress cannot be levied between sunset and sunrise. When a 
distress is made and the rent paid before entry, no expenses need be paid. A bailiff must 
not break into a house, but may enter by chimney. Law of Landlord and Tenant, 1s. 3d. 

It is illegal to set traps on land with strong-smelling baits, or to poison birds and beasts.
